DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to Applicant's response after Final filed on 5/25/05. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments in the request for reconsideration filed on 5/25/05 have 
been fully considered. The 35 (JSC 112, 1 st paragraph, argument is persuasive; 
therefore, the rejection has been removed. As for the rest of the arguments, they have 
been fully considered but are not persuasive. Applicant asserts Diwan does not 
disclose or suggest "...the first client and the second client make requests for content to 
be delivered via unicast packets." However, Diwan discloses the clients (105, 110, fig. 
1 ; client (1 05, fig. 1 ) can be referred to as first client while client (1 1 0, fig. 1 ) can be 
referred to as second client) sending HyperText Transport Protocol 'HTTP 1 requests to 
information provider (145, fig. 1); information provider responds to the HTTP requests 
by sending the requested data back to the client devices (col. 2, lines 55-59; col. 3, lines 
23-28; HTTP uses unicast packets to route data; i.e., when a client sends a unicast 
request (using HTTP protocol; e.g., HTTP://www.cnn.com), the information provider 
(e.g., www.cnn.com) can reply by sending an unicast response to the requesting client). 

Applicant further asserts Diwan does not disclose or suggest, "...creating a 
combined response, the combined response destined for reception by the first 
networked device and by the second networked device, the combined response 
including the overlapping portion (similar data) of information requested by the first and 
second networked devices, wherein the combined response comprises a multicast 
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packet." As stated above, upon receiving a unicast request (via HTTP protocol) from 
the clients, the information provider (e.g., www.cnn.com : cnn.com is an arbitrary 
information provider for use to illustrate an example only; other information providers 
can be used as well) can reply to the requests directly via unicasting. Diwan further 
discloses the agents (190, fig. 1) taking requests from plurality of clients and acting on 
behalf of the clients to send the requests to the information provider (145, fig. 1) (col. 3, 
lines 47-49). Receiving requested data from the information provider (e.g., 
www.weather.com : weather.com is an arbitrary example to show how same or similar 
data (weather reports) can be sent to plurality of clients at one time), the agents bundle 
or repackage the retrieved data (e.g., weather data) and distribute the data to plurality of 
clients at once via multicasting (col. 4, lines 17-23; the agent creates a combined 
response by bundling or repacking the retrieved data from the information provider and 
sends it to the requesting clients via multicasting). Therefore, with references to the 
teachings above, Diwan discloses the as claimed limitations of the invention.
